Winnipeg, Man., M arch 29.—Prem ier 
Greenway gave an official statem ent to 
the legislature yesterday on the school 
question which has caused an entirely 
new sensation in M anitoba and C an­ 
adian politics. On the opening of the 
legislature the prem ier gave notice th at 
on the reassem bling of the house May 9 
he would move th a t this house forth­ 
with take into consideration the m es­ 
sage of his honor the lieutenant-gov­ 
ernor—in other words, the now fam ous 
rem edial order of the Dominion govern­ 
m ent. This m eans th a t the question 
would stand over till the Dominion p a r­ 
liam ent again deals with the order at 
the session at O ttaw a April 18. 
This motion will lie presented to-day 
when the house adjourns to May 9. The 
decision of the governm ent to adjourn 
until May comes as a surprise to those 
not in the confidence of the executive, 
a s the general impression was th at the 
house would proceed with the consider­ 
ation of the remedial order at once. 
A m ember of the cabinet was asked 
w h a t the object of the governm ent was 
in m oving an adjournm ent. His reply 
w as th a t the remedial order was too im­ 
p o rta n t a m atter, involving, as it does, 
g rea t vital issues, to be dealt with pre­ 
cipitately by the house, and it was there­ 
fore deemed wise to take ample time to 
become thoroughly acquainted with the 
whole range of the subject. During the 
recess the governm ent will have the re­ 
quired opportunity of studying out the 
situation and take advice from leading 
-constitutional authorities respecting the 
a ta tu s of the legislature In the premises, 
while the private members of the house 
will be able to attend to personal affairs 
dem anding their attention.

Statement In the British House of Com­ 
mons Causes Alarm—French Troops 
Go to Madagascar—Russia Mass­ 
ing Her Warships—Provincial Gov 
eminent for Cuba. 


London. March 29.—The ministerial 
Statement in the house of commons last 
night th at the British government re­ 
garded the dispatch of French expedi­ 
tions to the Niger country as an un­ 
friendly act, created a profound sensa­ 
tion. 
The statem ent is credited 
by 
some of the members as a menace to 
France and almost a declaration of 
war, and it is felt th at such a tone 
would not be adopted by the govern­ 
m ent unless milder representations had 
failed of the desired effect. It was sug­ 
gested th at Lord Rosebery relies on the 
influence of Russia being cast against 
France should it adopt an aggressive 
line; but others believe th a t the effect 
of the new balance of power in Europe 
would be th a t Russia and Germany 
would stand by, while Great Britain 
and France fought an exhausting war. 
The Royal Niger company recently 
complained to the British government 
th a t two French exploring expeditions 
had invaded territory in the Upper Nile 
Valley th at is under British protection. 
The French official press contends th at 
there was no invasion, the expeditions 
having been sent merely to ascertain 
boundaries, etc.

HARDEST GALE THEY’VE 
IN TWENTY YEARS 
HAD 


BISM A R CK ’S GO LD S W O R D . 


Tug Was Sunk In The River and One 
Man Was Drowned While W in­ 
dows Were Blown In and Telephone 
Poles Uprooted—Some Boats Ride 
Out The Storm. 


New York, March 29.—The heaviest 
wind-storm since 1876 prevailed in this 
region yesterday. High buildings were 
well tested, for the wind reached a ve­ 
locity of sixty-five miles an hour be­ 
tween 9:50 and 9.55 o’clock in the m orn­ 
ing, the highest ever recorded in this 
city with the exception of one day in 
March, 1876. The tug Mary A. Packer 
of the Lehigh Valley railway company 
sunk off Red Hook and one of its deck­ 
hands 
was 
drowned. 
The 
schooner 
Agricola was blown ashore at the foot 
of Thirty-fourth street. South Brook­ 
lyn. Its crew landed in safety. 
Men 
and women were bowled over on the 
streets. 
The 
United States 
training 
ship Alliance was in collision with the 
receiving ship Vermont at the Brook­ 
lyn Navy-Yard. carrying aw ay the jib- 
boom of the former vessel. Tugboat 
men had to abandon all idea of hauling 
Mg craft. A num ber of sailing vessels, 
deeply loaded, that were anchored on 
the upper hay aw aiting tug-boats to 
haul them to the piers were abliged to 
remain at anchor.

Berlin, March 29.—The sword present­ 
ed by the emperor to Bismarck is a 
masterpiece of art. The hilt is entirely 
of gold and is surm ounted

sheath is of nickel, with gold rings. 
On one side of the plate is inscribed: 
“To Prince Bismarck, Duke of Lauen- 
burg on the Completion of His E ight­ 
ieth Year.” The emperor’s and the em­ 
pire's arm s are on the same side. 
On 
the other side are Bism arck’s and the 
reichland’s arms, together 
with Bis­ 
m arck’s fam ous words: “ We Germans 
F ear God, but Nothing Else in the 
W orld.”

AN ALPINE YARN. 


' 
It was some four and twenty years 
ago, I am sorry to say, w hen as a young 
m an I found myself in the Rhone valley, 
in Switzerland.

Case W as Not Reported As Diphtheria 
But Simply a ‘‘Peculiar Case” and 
Dr. Robinson Considered It Tonsili 
tis But Quarantined It As a Precau­ 
tion—hanthorn 
Family All Better. 


There has been much criticism and 
fault-finding regarding the diphtheria 
ease on North Franklin street, 
be 
cause tne house was not quarantined 
before death occurred. 
Many of the 
reports set afloat are without founda­ 
tion, and therefore unjust. 
These 
reports state that Miss Schenck was 
taken sick on Friday last, but the 
doctor was not called until Tuesday, 
when he at once reported 
to the 
health officer, and that official, after 
v siting the patient, decided that it 
was not diphtheria, but tonsilitis, and 
refused to quarantine the house until 
after the patient died yesterday morn­ 
ing. 
Health Officer Robinson w ts 
seen by a Gazette reporter this morn­ 
ing and in answer to queries in rela­ 
tion to the case said: 
“ There is very little truth in the re­ 
ports. 
Dr. 
Pember notified me last 
Tuesday of this case, saying that he 
had a very peculiar case up there and 
wished I would go and see it. 
I im­ 
mediately called on the patient and 
found her throat in bad condition, 
swollen under the jaws very much,but 
I could discover no trace of diphthe­ 
ric. 
Mind you, Dr. Pember, did not 
report it as diphtheria, he only desired 
me to go and see it for myself. I con­ 
sidered it a severe case of tonsilitia, 
and did not deem it a case to place un­ 
der quarantine regulations. 
The next 
I heard was of the patient’s death, ana 
after consulting with Dr. Pember, I 
concluded to quarantine the house,and 
did so at once.” 
The remains 
were buried last even 
iag. George Davis, of F. D. Kimball's 
undertaking 
establishment, 
had 
charge of the burial and he said he did 
not believe the woman died of diph­ 
theria. 
“ I could not discover acy of the 
usual traces of diphtheria about the 
corpse,” he said. 
“ However, we took 
all 
the usual precautions 
in the 
burial.”

diphtheria, 
and 
that 
is 
Letter-Carrier 
Hauthorn's home, and that he should 
release the family on Monday.

Mr. Blake said that the present road 
law carne from his section, having 
been introduced by 
Mr. Apple two 
3'ears ago. 
He had talked

the only thing he had doubts about 
was waether town treasurers could Ie 
stopped from receiving 2 per cent for 
collecting road taxes. 
The bill seems 
to please the farmers of his section, 
and should vote for it. 
£M r. Marsh moved to send the bill 
back to the committee, to be consid­ 
ered with No. 2, S., a road bill that is 
coming over from the senate.

S. S. Jones, author of the bill, ob­ 
jected to the reference, and then de­ 
fended the measure, saying it had 
been unjustly attacked, partly through 
jealousy. 
He was taken at length in 
favor of the bill, when the speaker 
said that the question was whether 
the bill should be sent back to the 
committee.
